THE First Minister 
of Wales, Carwyn 
Jones AM, has 
called on Natural 
Resources Wales to 
extend the deadline 
for the consultation 
on the permit for 
the biomass plant at 
Barry docks. 

Mr Jones wrote to 
Natural Resources Wales 
on Tuesday, April 4, this 
week. 

He said: “At a recent 
‘Carwyn Connect’ event 
I held in Barry, local 
residents raised their 
concerns regarding an 
application for an 
environmental permit 
made by Biomass UK 
No. 2. to operate a 
renewable energy facility 
in Barry. 

“I understand the 
current determination 
date for the permit 
application is May 8, 
2017. Many residents 



expressed their views 
that the consultation 
timeline was not 
sufficient... 

“At the meeting I was 
asked to write to you on 
their behalf to ask if it is 
possible to extend the 
deadline for 

representations...” 

The previous day, 
protesters had gathered 
outside the Memorial 
Hall keen to impress 
upon Mr Jones their 
anger that the 
gasification plant under 
construction on the docks 
may be granted a licence. 

It appears Mr Jones 
side-stepped the protest 


and entered the building 
from a different 
direction. 

One protester told The 
GEM: “Inside, he faced 
some very taxing 
questions on the 
incinerator particularly 
from Barry resident and 
protester Alexis 

Liasatos.” 

Among other issues 
raised in the meeting 
were the difficulties in 
getting appointments 
with doctors and the 
education provision for 
autistic children.

It provides the service 
users with post 
diagnostic support, 
employment workshops, 
work related support,

The Welsh 

Government replied to 
me and I received what 
was, in my opinion, a 
very generic response 
which only raised further 
questions.

Penarth man (50) 
had 549 indecent 
images of children 
on home computer 


MORE than 500 

pornographic pictures of 
children, some as young as 
four, were discovered by 
police officers when they 
examined com-puters being 
used by a Penarth man, 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard, writes AJ 

SICLUNA. 

David Parton (50) of Windsor 
Road, was said by Recorder 
Simon Mills to “have some sort of 
sexual fetish for spanking”. 

Parton, a man with no previous 
convictions, admitted three 
charges of possessing indecent 
pictures of children and one of 
distributing an indecent 
photograph. 

Prosecutor David Pugh said 
that police went to Parton’s home 


on September 5 last year, where he 
lived with his wife. He showed 
officers that he had uploaded 
movies and pictures of children. 

He was cautioned, and he made 
no reply. A number of computers 
were removed and examined and a 
total of 549 indecent images were 
found - 44 of category A, the most 
serious; 112 of category B and 397 
of category C. 

Parton later told the police: “I 
am looking at jail time.” 

He admitted that he had been 
viewing images for four or five 
years and had an interest in 
spanking. He said he had never 
wanted to actually participate in 
such activity and needed help. 

Mr Pugh said Parton had been 
remanded in custody because 
there had been a danger of him 
self-harming. 

Before mitigation by his 


counsel, Kevin Seal, the Recorder 
said he had read a moving letter 
from Parton’s wife. 

Mr Seal said he had been in 
custody since March 7 and was the 
first to acknowledge he must be 
punished. He said his wife did not 
condone his behaviour in any way 
but she, an intelligent person, was 
prepared to support him. 

The Recorder pointed out 
Parton had made admissions from 
the start, assisted the police, 
expressed remorse and pleaded 
guilty at the first opportunity. 

He was jailed for 12 months, 
suspended for two years and 
ordered to carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work, be subject to a 
Sexual Harm Prevention Order for 
10 years and to register as a sex 
offender for 10 years. 

It was ordered that his computer 
equipment be forfeited.

EIGHT walkers

A stage manager’s 
nightmare for 
the Probus Club! 


ON March 28, John 
Richardson gave a 
talk to Dinas Powys 
Probus Club about 
his career as a stage 
manager and the 
associated traumas 
and joys of being 
responsible for 
ensuring that ‘the 
show must go on’. 

Starting with the Arts 
Council and touring for 
four years with small 
repertory companies, he 
spent time with the 
English and Scottish 
Opera Companies, 
responsible for curtains, 
props, etc. 

John was later 
involved with many 
pantomimes, a critical 
job being to ensure that 
the actors’ microphones 
were switched off when 
leaving the stage to avoid 
any scathing comments 
about the audience being 
broadcast to them. 

John then described 
the various roles of 
backstage staff in a 
theatre including the 
stage manager - 
traditionally a draconian 
figure, who is in overall 
charge. 

Curtains were often a 
nightmare for John, 
particularly in small 


theatres, school halls and 
the like. Do they go up 
and down, or sideways or 
draped to either sides or 
do they even work? 

The start of a 
performance at Sadlers 
Wells was delayed with 
the actors on stage and 
the conductor’s baton 
poised, because someone 
had forgotten to dim the 
house lights. 

John admitted to once 
being confused about 
which light switch did 
what and ruining the 
final death-bed scene of 
La Traviata by switching 
on, in a panic, red, blue 
and green lights instead 
of dimming the stage. 

Animals and birds 
were always potential 
nightmares - horses in 
particular, who were 
nervous on stage with 
predictable results, which 
the audiences often 
found more amusing than 
the show. 

Montserrat Caballe, 
the Spanish operatic star, 
who has a particularly 
large mouth, was once 
attacked by a fly while 
singing and had great 
difficulty in avoiding 
swallowing it. 

The vote of thanks 
was given by Graham 
Russell.

Prosecutor David 

Pugh said that it was 
accepted that Temple 
Heald’s basis of plea was 
that he sold only to close 
friends and associates to 
supplement his own habit 
and that he was not 
involved in a commercial 
enterprise. 

The police went to the 
defendant’s home on an 
unrelated matter last 
October and discovered 
“a strong smell of 
cannabis” coming from 


the defendant. 

A quantity of dmgs 
was found, scales, plastic 
bags and £80 in cash and 
on his mobile phone, 
texts relating to the 
supply of cannabis. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 11 
offences, including 
possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply, and 
obstmcting the police. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said he supplied 
only a small group of 
close friends in street 
deals. 

“It must be accepted 
there is a relevant 
previous conviction. He 
was a troubled teenager 
and was at times 
homeless.”

A BOOK of poems co¬ 
written by patients at 
Morriston Hospital has 
been dedicated to the 
memory of one of its 
creative forces. 

Loving Gratitude is a 
collaboration between patients in 
the hospital’s renal unit, an 
inspirational nurse and award¬ 
winning poet and songwriter 
Cheryl Beer. 

It came about as part of 
ABMU’s arts in health 
programme, which looks to 
incorporate the arts into all health 
board services for the benefit of 
patients as well as visitors and 
staff. 

Arts in health coordinator Prue 
Thimbleby teamed up with renal 
services lead nurse Liz Baker, who 
was born in Barry, to organise a 
project which would see Cheryl 
Beer work with patients having 
dialysis at Morriston Hospital. 


Cheryl visited 56 patients over 
an eight-month period during their 
treatment. 

Prue said: “She sat down to chat 
with patients, then took snippets 
of what they said and read it back 
to them as poetry. The patients 
didn’t actually put pen to paper. 
They talked to Cheryl and she 
took phrases and sentences so it 
became a poem between them. 

“Often when Cheryl read the 
poem back to the patient they said 
things like ‘that’s exactly right - 
you have captured it perfectly’ . It 
is effective because it is a shared 
writing process. 

During the project a theme 
began to emerge - the 
overwhelming gratitude of 
patients towards their family and 
carers, to the medical teams, to 
having access to treatment and, 
ultimately, the gift of life. 

Sadly, Liz Baker passed away 
last month after a short illness, just 
weeks before Loving Gratitude’s 
official launch at Morriston 


Hospital. Liz was a nurse for 38 
years, 32 of them spent at 
Morriston Hospital. During this 
time she established and built up 
the network of renal services 
across south west Wales. 

More recently, she led on the 
modernisation of facilities for 
renal patients in Morriston 
Hospital. She also helped develop 
an MSc syllabus at Cardiff 
University. 

°The anthology, subtitled The 
Poetics of Renal Dialysis, is 
dedicated to Liz’s memory. 

Her family and friends were 
invited to the launch. 

Liz’s sister Angela Baker said: 
“This wonderful book of poetry is 
a fitting tribute to our dear sister 
Liz, who dedicated her life to the 
care of her patients.

VALE AM Jane 
Hutt is submitting 
objections to the 
environmental 
permit application 
by Biomass UK No 
2 Ltd for the 
energy plant at 
Barry Docks. The 
deadline for 
objections is May 
8 . 

The AM has 
submitted many 
objections since the 
scheme was first 
proposed eight years 
ago and in response to 
concerns raised by local 
residents, she recently 
chaired a public meeting 
in Castleland 
Community Centre and 
invited Natural 
Resources Wales (the 
permitting authority) to 
answer questions from 
the public. 

These questions 
covered a wide variety 
of issues such as 
pollution, planning 
process and risk fears. 

Ms Hutt said: “I have 
supported residents 


every step of the way

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RNLI visitor centre opens at Barry Island 



A RACE against the clock to kit up 
in time for an emergency RNLI 
lifeboat launch... getting to grips 
with the second highest tidal range 
in the world.... or finding out how 
lifeguards help a lost child find 
their family on the beach - just 
some of the things in store for the 
first guests through the doors at a 
new RNLI visitor centre dedicated 
specifically to keeping kids safer at 
the beach. 

The RNLI’s Barry Island Visitor Centre 
opened on March 31 giving guests a first 
glimpse at its range of interactive displays 
and activities aimed at keeping the public 
safe in and around local waters. 

The RNLI hopes between 20,000 and 
30,000 people will drop in throughout the 
summer. 

The visitor centre, which is in the former 
tourist information centre on Paget Street 
above Whitmore Bay, is one of only two 


RNLI visitor centres anywhere in the UK 
not at a lifeboat station and is the first 
‘prevention led visitor centre’ specifically 
aiming to reduce drowning and incidents in 
or around the water. 

Children will be able to see what it is like 
to be an RNLI lifeboat crew member by 
hopping into a D-class inshore lifeboat 
while hearing rescue stories from 
volunteers. 

There are also games and displays aimed 
at teaching youngsters about the specific 
dangers of the waters around Barry Island, 
including a tide tank highlighting the huge 
tidal range of the Bristol Channel, which is 
second only in the world to the Bay of 
Fundy in Canada. 

There are also ‘spot-the-danger’ games, 
where youngsters can identify rip currents 
and other sea hazards and a chance to kit up 
a lifeboat crew member quick enough to 
make a rescue launch. 

Julie Sanby, RNLI visitor experience 
manager, said: “This was a hugely exciting 
day for the RNLI as this is the charity’s first 
visitor centre anywhere in the UK 


specifically dedicated to drowning 
prevention and keeping people safe in and 
around the waters of the local area. 

“The RNLI’s vision is to end preventable 
loss of life at sea and we hope the centre 
will build upon the safety education and 
drowning prevention work already being 
done in the area by Barry Dock Lifeboat 
station volunteers and our lifeguard teams. 

“Many of the families who visit 
Whitmore Bay don’t have a lot of coastal 
experience. We hope families who visit the 
centre will learn key safety tips and be 
better equipped to enjoy the area’s beautiful 
coastline safely and know what to do if they 
do get into trouble.” 

The centre will be open every day 
throughout the summer, initially between 
12 noon and 4pm and is free to enter. The 
building also has a meeting room that can 
be used by the local community. 

RNLI lifeguards will be on duty at 
Whitmore Bay on Barry Island over the 
Easter Bank Holiday weekend, then every 
weekend from April 29 until May 27, when 
their summer daily safety service begins.

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Relatives could not pay for a funeral 
after carer stole from elderly man 


A CARER who 
systematically stole 
more than £8,000 
from two elderly 
men he was 
entrusted to look 
after has been 
jailed for 10 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

The grief-stricken 
relatives of one of the 


victims were left 
devastated when they 
found they could not 
pay for his funeral after 
£6,600 had been taken 
from his bank account. 

Richard Riordan (31) 
of Teilo’s Drive, 
Brackla, Bridgend, 
admitted two charges of 
theft. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said Riordan 


worked for Gabriel’s 
Care of Barry and 
systematically stole 
money from two 
vulnerable clients. 

One, Christopher 
Williams (78), who had 
a degree of palsy, 
speech difficulties and 
limited mobility, had a 
support worker who 
looked at his bank 
statements and saw that

large amounts of cash 
had been taken from 
him. 

The bank had also 
texted Mr Williams 
indicating that there had 
been suspicious 
transactions. 

Enquiries were made 
and Riordan was 
suspended. 


Mr Williams said that 
no-one had permission 
to take money. 

It was believed, said 
Mr Warren, that 
Riordan had viewed and 
memorised Mr 
William’s bank card 
PIN and this had been 
the catalyst for eight or 
nine transactions 


involving a loss of 
£1,790. 

Police made further 
enquiries which led 
them to Mr Brian 
Murray, who died last 
July aged 66. 

“He was an 
amputee,” said Mr 
Warren, “and used a 
wheelchair. Riordan 
was his principal carer 
and the two got on

extremely well.” 

In December 2015, 
Riordan offered to do 
his shopping and Mr 
Murray gave him his 
bank card. 

The police later 
examined his bank 
account and found that 
Riordan had made a 
number of transactions 
resulting in the loss to 
Mr Murray of £6,621. 

When Riordan was 
arrested, he admitted 
stealing from Mr 
Murray, but denied 
stealing from Mr 
Williams. 

A victim’s personal 
statement was made by 
Mr Murray’s sister-in- 
law, Sharon Murray, on 
behalf of the family in 
which she said Mr 
Murray was a 
hardworking husband, 
father and brother. 

As his wife died from 
cancer at just 41, his 
health deteriorated and 
his family put a care 
plan in place for him. 
Later, she said, he took 
an overdose and never 
recovered. 

She said that because 
of the “pure greed” of 
Riordan, the family 
didn’t even have the 
money for a funeral. 

Riordan did not tell 
the police how he had 
used the cash. 


The Recorder, Simon 
Miller, assured the 
family that they should 
feel no guilt concerning 
Mr Murray, and said 
they had in no way 
done anything wrong. 

Riordan was said to 
have a previous 
conviction of battery 
and theft concerning 
when he was working at 
Cardiff Airport in May 
2015 and was spotted 
on CCTV pocketing 
cash. 

His counsel, Owen 
Williams, said: “It is 
accepted there was a 
high gross degree of 
breach of trust, and he 
has realised he caused 
harm to the victims and 
their families.” 

He said that having 
read the evidence, 
Riordan realised the 
extent of his wrong¬ 
doing. 

“He is motivated to 
change and better 
himself,” said Mr 
Williams. 

The Recorder pointed 
out Mr Riordan’s 
behaviour had harmed 
both families and that 
only immediate 
custodial sentence could 
be passed.

Paula Ham, Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
director of learning and 
skills, said: “I am so 
pleased that the hard 
work, positivity and 
commitment of the 
youth service to 
improving outcomes for 
young people has been 
formally recognised.” 


ACCORDING to 
research, 56 per 
cent of people living 
in the Vale sent a 
bowel cancer 

screening test in the 
post actually 

complete it: that’s 
four in 10 Vale 
residents whose 
lives may be at risk. 

Bowel Cancer UK, a 
cancer research charity, 
is encouraging people 
living in the Vale to take 
part in the screening 
programme as part of 
Bowel Cancer Awareness 
Month in this month. 

It is estimated that in 
April alone in Wales, 
nearly 191 people will be 
diagnosed with bowel 
cancer and 82 people will 
die of the disease. 
However, bowel cancer 
is treatable and curable, 
especially if diagnosed 
early. 

Uptake rates for bowel 
cancer screening are low 
with variations across 
Wales. The bottom five 
areas that need to see the 


most improvement are 
Wrexham (49 per cent), 
Cardiff (50 per cent), 
Blaenau Gwent (51 per 
cent), Merthyr Tydfil (51 
per cent), and Newport 
(52 per cent). 

The top five areas with 
the highest uptake are 
Monmouthshire (58 per 
cent), Isle of Anglesey

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Local newspapers fuel 
property market activity 


British Legion 
recruits nurses to 
tackle dementia 


LOCAL newspapers are a 
catalyst for activity in the 
property market with local press 
readers far more likely than 
average to be considering buying 
or selling property in the next 
year, according to independent 
data. 

The chief executive of NAEA 
Propertymark, the National Association 
of Estate Agents, said that local 
newspapers will remain a “key platform” 
for estate agents for many years to come, 
because they are so effective. 

According to TGI, local press is a 
particularly effective catalyst for young 
first time buyers with local press readers 
in their 20s or 30s - millennials - 160 
per cent more likely than average to be 
expecting to purchase their first home in 
the next 12 months. 

Older local press readers are also far 
more likely than average to be active in 


the property market. Local press readers 
aged in their 30s, 40s or 50s - 
Generation X - are 74 per cent more 
likely than average to be expecting to 
sell or purchase a house or flat in the 
next 12 months. 

According to Consumer Catalyst, local 
media - local newspapers and their 
websites - are the most popular source 
for keeping an eye on the property 
market with 56 per cent of people citing 
estate agent ads in local media as their 
source compared to 37 per cent, the next 
highest, who cited property websites 
such as Rightmove or Zoopla. 

Local media drives people to take 
action - 29 per cent of people looked at a 
property in more detail online after 
seeing an ad or article in local media. 

Mark Hayward, chief executive, 
NAEA Propertymark, said: “Local 
newspapers, both print and digital, are an 
essential platform for estate agents to 
communicate with the marketplace. They 


are highly trusted and, therefore, estate 
agents rightly see them as effective 
outlets through which to advertise both 
properties and the wider services they 
offer. 

“This is important for estate agents 
who, like local papers, are a part of the 
communities they serve. 

The media landscape is changing but 
local newspapers will remain a key 
platform for estate agents and will 
continue to have a central role to play in 
property marketing for many years to 
come.” 

Local press Gen X readers are 156 per 
cent more likely to have responded to a 
residential property classified ad while 
local press millennial readers are 171 per 
cent more likely to have responded to a 
residential property classified ad, and are 
121 per cent more likely to have placed 
one, according to TGI.

Speaker’s talk on 
the history of 
Dyffryn Gardens 


THE chairman of 
Barry Men’s 
Forum welcomed 
the return of the 
speaker, Gwerfyl 
Gardener, who 
talked about the 
local National 
Trust’s newly 
acquired Dyffryn 
Estate house and 
gardens. 

The earliest records 
are of a house at Dyffryn 
back in the 7th century, 
but the earliest history of 
residents she had been 
able to trace was in the 
16th century, when 
Miles Button, an 
influential member of 
Queen Elizabeth I’s 
retinue bought the estate. 

One of his four sons, 
Sir Thomas Button, who 
was later knighted, 
followed a successful 
career in the Royal 
Navy, rising to the rank 
of Admiral, alongside 
the more famous 
Raleigh. The family 
supported the Royalists, 
lost their vast fortune, 
and had to sell up. 

It was purchased by 
Thomas Pryce, an early 
iron master, who made 
his money largely by 
selling muskets. Due to 
a lack of heirs, the estate 
passed to the Rev 
Thomas Bruce, whose 
family is well recorded 
in the church at St 
Nicholas. 

The more recent 


occupants were the Cory 
family. They came from 
humble beginnings, with 
a sailing vessel trading 
around the coast. 

Richard Cory recognised 
the developments taking 
place at Cardiff and 
moved his family from 
Bideford. 

Setting up in Cardiff 
as a ships’ chandler, his 
business quickly 
developed to shipping 
coal, before he was able 
to purchase coal mi nes. 

The firm was then 
inherited by his two 
sons. It was John Cory 
who purchased Dyffryn 
in 1891, soon after his 
successful involvement 
with the development of 
Barry Docks. 

Reginald Cory, his 
son, roamed the world as 
a ‘plant hunter’, bringing 
back many exotic 
species for the gardens, 
which remain for us to 
view to this day. 

The next meeting is 
on April 13, when 
speaker Sally May lee 
will talk about the 
Bayeux Tapestry.

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Velindre doctor wins 
clinical teaching award

DR MARK 

TAUBERT, a 
palliative care 
consultant and 
clinical director for 
palliative medicine 
at Velindre NHS 
Trust, has won the 
prestigious BMA 
Cymru Wales/BMJ 
Clinical Teacher of 
the Year Award for 
2017. 

He picked up the 
award at The Clinical 
Teacher of the Year 
Awards, held at National 
Museum of Wales on 
March 29. The award 
recognises clinical 
teachers who have 
excelled in their work, 
supporting doctors in 
training and medical 
students in Wales. 

The judges were 
particularly impressed 
by the quality of 
nominees this year and 
commended Dr Taubert 
specifically for his 
teaching style. 

In his role as 
educational supervisor, 
Mark has given junior 
colleagues the words, 
insights and vocabulary 
to express an aspect of 
life that we would often 
rather avoid talking 
about, but that, at some 
point, affects us all. 

His engaging 

approach has had a 
positive impact on his 
students and ultimately 


the patients they have 
gone on to support. 

As a clinical teacher, 
Mark regularly uses 
modern cultural 

references as a starting- 
point for difficult 
conversations that have 
significant educational 
and emotional impacts 
on others. In January 
2016, 

Mark spoke about the 
death of David Bowie to 
inspire discussions 
amongst trainees, 
terminally-ill patients 
and their relatives, as 
well as on palliative care 
ward rounds with senior 
house officers and 
registrars, in order to 
help them all in better 
understanding the nature 


of the illness. 

Mark wrote an open 
letter, which initially 
acted as a good-bye and 
‘thank you’ note to 
Bowie, but transformed 
to include aspects about 
Mark’s own life and 
those of his patients. 

The letter went on to 
incorporate the aims of 
palliative care in 
general, capturing some 
of the big topics in “end 
of life” care, including 
the extent of medical 
intervention wanted by 
patients coming to the 
end of their lives, and 
the ways trainees would 
need to conduct difficult 
conversations on this 
issue for the benefit of 
patients themselves. 


Mark’s letter was re¬ 
tweeted by Duncan 
Jones, David Bowie’s 
son - his only 
interaction with the 
wider world 

immediately following 
his father’s death. 

Dr Philip Banfield, 
BMA Welsh Council 
Chair, added: 

““Dynamic clinical 
teachers are key to the 
delivery of high quality 
training for our doctors 
throughout their 

professional careers. 

“The quality of 
clinical teaching in 
Wales is a clear reason 
for doctors to make 
Wales their preferred 
choice to complete their 
postgraduate training.”

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Secretary of State for Wales and Vale 
MP tells of Westminster terrorist attack 


TWO weeks after the terrorist attack that 
shook Westminster, Alun Cairns - 
Secretary of State for Wales and Vale MP- 
answers some key questions about how the 
day unfolded. 

Where were you before the attack took place? 

I had been in a meeting with the Prime Minister, 
Chancellor and a number of other colleagues in a 
room beneath the House of Commons chamber. We 
were scheduled to meet at Downing Street but 
because we were expecting a number of votes, the 
meeting had been switched to the Palace of 
Westminster. 

During the course of the meeting, the Division 
Bell rang. 

The Prime Minister adjourned the meeting, with 
a specific request to return as soon as possible to 
continue the discussion. 

What happened next? 

We went upstairs to vote. As we climbed the 
stairs and went through to the Division Lobby, the 
Chancellor and I continued to discuss an issue that 
had been raised in the meeting. This continued as 
our names were ticked off having voted. 

NEWS IN BRIEF

In the Division Lobby, there were more than a 
100 members or so. This is where MPs will often 
raise constituency matters with Ministers. 

I noticed that the PM was chatting with a 
colleague and moments later, she had disappeared. I 
thought nothing of this and assumed that she was 
keen to return to our meeting, as per her request. 

How did you first hear that there had been an 
attack? 

The Chancellor and I continued to make our way 
back to the meeting room, walking against the flow 
of people, who were making their way to vote, when 
a message came through to say that there had been 
an incident and we should wait. 

We had no idea what type of incident had 
occurred. I initially thought that someone had fallen 
down the stairs, or maybe that there was a protest 
outside causing problems for MPs to get through to 
vote. 

We were then told that there had been a stabbing 
and that gun shots had been heard. 

This naturally changed the atmosphere. We 
immediately returned to the meeting room to gather 
our papers and notes, when the official advised us 
that the meeting was abandoned and that the PM 
would want to call a ‘Cobra’ meeting. 

Our over-riding concern was for the welfare of 
anyone involved and for the safety and security of 
the building. 

I was also concerned that the news would worry 
my family; I sent a text immediately to advise them 
that I was safe. Thankfully, this was so early in the 
incident, this was the first notice they received. 

Where did you go then? 

I returned to the Division Lobby level, where 
news hadn’t by then permeated through to all 
members. The vote was still live, with hundreds of 
MPs continuing to make their way to the lobby. 
Some went in to the chamber to hear the result 
ahead of the next vote and others waited around the 
corridor. 

I decided to make my way to my office, which is 
close by. I wanted to watch the news to see what 
was happening. My office window overlooks the 
site of the attack and it is from this position I 
realised the extent of the attack. I went cold. 

The ambulance had arrived and I saw the to-ing 


and fro-ing of the police, the public and emergency 
services directly outside my office window. A 
helicopter landed in Parliament Square and the scale 
of the response highlighted how serious the incident 
was. 

The television news then started to report what 
was happening. 

What were you able to do in the hours that 
followed? 

At this moment, a message came over the internal 
speaker system instructing us to stay where we were 
and that the building was ‘locked down’. The 
television reported that the Chamber had been 
locked too. 

I was also worried for staff members in their 
offices elsewhere. They were later moved to another 
building. 

I waited in my office for five hours. Shortly after 
being told not to move, armed police entered the 
corridor seeking to escort a cabinet colleague to a 
meeting because they were part of the response 
effort. 

MPs poked their heads cautiously though to the 
corridor. This gave reassurance that there were 
others around. 

Many of us gathered in each other’s offices to try 
to gain a better understanding of what was 
happening. 

We noted dogs searching the building, 
presumably in case an attacker remained in the 
building. 

Five hours later, we were then permitted to leave. 

What were you feelings as details of the attack 
emerged? 

My first thoughts were for those directly 
involved. We all know the police officers 
personally. We chat every day as we pass through 
security. At that time, we didn’t know who the 
victim was. There was a subdued atmosphere and a 
great deal of sadness. 

I then rushed to catch the train to return home to 
the Vale. I had never been so grateful to arrive home 
safely, but was still thinking of those who had been 
involved. 

It is also worth noting that I had arranged for a 
coach tour to visit Parliament the following day. 
This went ahead in defiance of the attack and I am 


grateful to those from the Vale who continued as 
planned, while also being understanding of the 
small number who dropped out. 

The atmosphere during this tour was different 
and very respectful of those who were lost and for 
those who protect us. 

What happens now? 

Naturally, there is a full investigation and I don’t 
want to pre-empt any conclusion. The incident 
reminds us how fragile the relationships between 
communities are and that we must do all to integrate 
and to support each other.

Welsh Autism petition 
gathers more support 


A PETITION in 
support of a Welsh 
Autism charity, 
Autism Spectrum 
Connections 
Cymru, has gained 
over 100 signatures.

In October 2016, 
despite cross-party 
support, an Autism Bill 
in the Senedd was voted 
down by Labour, 
including by the party’s 
Cabinet Secretaries for 
health and public health. 

Autism Spectrum 
Connections Cymru is a 
one stop shop which 


provides support for 
adults with autism in 
south east Wales. 

Things it offers 
includes social groups, 
one-on-one support, 
creative activities, 
benefit support and help 
with employment for 
people who are in work 
as well as those who are 
looking for a job. 

Mr Thomas said that 
this has had a significant 
influence in improving 
his own life: “I enjoy the 
extra understanding of 
my condition here which 
I don’t find is easy to get 
in the outside world. I 
have found new hobbies 
and skills and have had 
the chance to socialise, 
make friends and to be 
understood and accepted 
for who I am.” 

Mr Thomas contri¬ 
buted to a recent ITV 
Wales news report on the 
topic of living with 
autism as part of Autism 
Awareness Week.

Retail entrepreneurs of the 
late 19th century Part III 


THE final part of 
this trilogy is of a 
young man who 
came to Barry 
when his father 
Ben Evans became 
Pastor of the 
Tabernacle Welsh 
Congregational 
Church. 

Daniel James Evans 
(cl884) was bom in 
Llangadog, 

Carmarthenshire and in 
1901 was living at 44 
Tynewydd Road with 
four siblings and 
working as an 
ironmonger’s assistant. 

The following year 
he helped WH Hooper 
with the opening of a 
new shop at 81 Holton 
Road. In one 
photograph Dan was

shown with a huge 
stock of hardware and 
ironmongery and by 
1905, with the 
experience and 
confidence gained, he 
had taken over the 
business at just 22 years 
of age. 

This was the 
beginning of a long and 
successful career in the 
town, with his premises 
spreading from 81 to 85 
Holton Road and 
eventually with shops 
across the road, built on 
a reputation of giving 
personal service with 
quality staff. 

Over the next few 
years he expanded his 


stock and in 1908 
supplied the furniture 
and carpets to the new 
Accident and Surgical 
Hospital in Wyndham 
Street. Shortly after, 
the family moved to 36 
Woodlands Road and in 
1905 his sister 
Ceridwen died at 14 
years of age. 

In 1911 Dan married 
Catherine Mary 
Richard(s), who 
coincidentally had been 
living and working as a 
draper’s assistant for at 
least 10 years in the 
large store of DL Evans 
at 104/6 Holton Road, 
which was opposite his 
own premises. They

then had two sons, 
Gwynfor and Alcwyn 
and daughter Ceridwen. 

When the Reverend 
Ben Evans died in 1918, 
his eldest son Dan was 
already secretary of the 
Grand Eisteddfod and 
the National Service 
Campaign. 

Dan Evans only 
began his business 
adventure half way 
through the period 
which this story covers, 
but such was the impact 
his business had on 
those early settlers, 
including my own 
grandparents who came 
from Kent in 1908, it 
was felt that his early 
story should be briefly 
included. 

As time went on, he 
would become very 
influential in the 
community, becoming 
Deputy Mayor in 1939, 
when the town became 
a borough. 

For many years and 
for many families, 
‘Danny’s’ had been the 
focal point of Holton 
Road and towards the 
end, as we enjoyed our 
custard slice in the 
cafeteria, it was sad to 
see that there were often 
more staff than 
customers. 

Finally in 2005, this 
institution closed its 
doors and left a large 
hole, which has not 
been filled.

Valeways 
walkers enjoy 
‘the soaring 
red kites’ 


FROM now on, 
members of the 
public will be able 
to submit footage 
and images of 
suspected road 
traffic offences 
being committed on 
the roads of south 
Wales. 

Working in 

partnership with Go 
Safe, Operation Snap 
will provide a safe 
alternative way to share 
footage of offences seen 
by motorists. Road 
traffic offences targeted 
as part of the operation 
will include dangerous 
driving; driving without 
due care and attention; 
contravening solid white 
lines; mobile phone use; 
improper control of 
vehicle, and driving 
through traffic lights on 
red. 

Assistant Chief 
Constable Jeremy 
Vaughan said: “The 


operation will enable our 
communities to help us 
assist in a key policing 
priority, to continue to 
keep the roads of south 
Wales safe. 

“Our work with Go 
Safe is there to 
complement the service 
we provide to our 
communities and, as 
always, if people need to 
contact the police and 
want to talk to us 
immediately, they can 
call 101 or 999 in an 
emergency. 

“Our officers will still 
be policing the roads in 
our force area 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week 
but we know that 
members of the public 
are keen to help, and I 
am pleased that with the 
support of Go Safe, we 
can provide an easier 
way to submit footage 
and images either while 
travelling as a passenger, 
or using the footage of 
‘dash cams’ that can be 
submitted at a later date 


when the driver has 
finished their journey.” 

Chris Hume, 

partnership manager, 
GoSafe said: “Working 
with South Wales Police, 
Operation Snap will 
allow us to work 
together and help 
simplify the way 
motorists can report 
motoring offences. By 
visiting gosafe.org/ 
contact-us/snap 
members of the public 
will be asked to 
complete a contact form; 
this will allow a roads 
policing officer to get in 
touch and review the 
footage or images 
captured. 

“Once a full review 
has been carried out, the 
officer will provide 
further updates to 
individuals.” 

From March 2017 the 
Fixed Penalty Notice for 
using a handheld mobile 
phone while driving is 
£200 and six points. 

In addition any new 
motorists (driving for 
less than two years) 
caught using a device 
behind the wheel will 
have their licence 
revoked meaning they 
will have to apply for a 
new provisional, and 
take and pass both the 
practical and theory 
driving test.

Wheatley’s Free 
Fire is well 
worth getting 
caught up in! 


T here are 
few more 
exciting 

directors around at 
the moment than 
Ben Wheatley. 

Ever since his debut 
Down Terrace in 2009, 
Wheatley has bounced 
from genre to genre, the 
only constant being the 
quality of the films 
never dipping below 
superb. 

His sixth film, Free 
Fire, sees him tackle the 
world of action, 
specifically gun shoot- 
outs. 

The brief synopsis is 
that the story is set in 
Boston in 1978, where a 
meeting in a deserted 
warehouse between two 
gangs (comprising 
among others, Brie 
Larson, Cillian Murphy, 
Sharlto Copley, Armie 
Hammer and Jack 
Reynor) in an arms deal 
which goes south, and 
turns into a shootout 
where no-one is 
guaranteed to be walking 
away... 

Given that Ben 
Wheatley’s films have 
been so tricky to pin 
down in terms of which 
genre he’s working in, it 
seemed a case of when, 
and not if, he would 
tackle an action film. 

Free Fire ’5 simplistic 
set-up gives him the 
scope to use his own 
style within the format, 
and he certainly 
succeeds in an 
exemplary effort that 
maintains pace 
throughout and makes 
for a satisfying and 
joyous watch. 

The plot’s heavy 
lifting takes place, and is 
done and dusted, within 
the first 20 minutes or so 
- a gun deal between the 
IRA and an arms dealer 
goes awry when two 
opposing men discover 
they have history from 
the night before. 

A shot is fired and all 
hell breaks loose. 

What follows is 
balletic action (shot 
through with a gritty 
realism), laugh-out-loud 
humour and people 
getting shot at regular 
intervals. 

If that makes it seem 
reductive it both is and it 
isn’t - that is indeed 
what happens for the 
remainder of the film, 
but in the hands of a 
director as skilled as Ben 
Wheatley, your attention 
never wavers, caught up 
in the maelstrom that 
engulfs the characters as 
alliances are formed, 
broken apart and 
duplicitous dealings take 
place. 

Wheatley co-wrote 
the script with wife and 
regular collaborator Amy 
Jump, and for those who 
have watched Wheatley's 
previous films (and if 
not, why not?) the rich 
seam of dark humour 
they mine is ever-present

here. 

In what is essentially 
a 90-minute Mexican 
stand-off, the script 
plays out as one long 
action scene, the beats 
carefully laid out allied 
to characters that we 
learn just enough about 
to engage with. 

You can imagine each 
of the actors has a 
detailed backstory of 
who their character is 
and their lives away 
from the warehouse, but 
what is cleverly shown 
on screen is just enough 
to keep you invested in 
them, drip feeding you 
parts of their character 
as the film progresses. 

While all dangerous 
people, their 
malevolence is never 
overly amped up - 
instead it’s played lightly 
as characters wind each 
other up and build 
tensions that will come 
boiling to the surface 
once the bullets start 
flying. 

The ensemble are all 
superb, all deftly 
realised by some skilled 
performers, whether they 
are established 


Hollywood stars like 
Brie Larson, Cillian 
Murphy and Armie 
Hammer, or homegrown 
actors like Michael 
Smiley, Jack Reynor and 
Sam Riley. 

They all bring 
something to the table, 
but stand-out is Sharlto 
Copley's turn as South 
African arms dealer 
Vernon. With his fancy 
haircut, Savile Row suits 
and suitably cheesy 
catchphrase “Watch and 
Vem”, Copley is 
excellent in a sea of 
superb performances. 

Visually Wheatley 
conveys the grit and 
realism of the 1970s, the 
gun violence feeling 
realistic rather than 
stagey - bullets leave 
their mark, gun shots are 
as haphazard as you 
would expect from 
people clinging 
desperately to their lives 
- yet those familiar with 
his work will recognise 
his small touches. 

More directly 
accessible than his other 
films, Free Fire is the 
work of a director 
confident and assured - 
as straightforward as it 
may seem, its simplicity 
is key in creating a film 
that is funny, captivating 
and hugely watchable. 

VERDICT - Ben 
Wheatley's unique take 
on an American gangster 
staple, Free Fire’s 90- 
minute shootout is 
sublimely realised. The 
script is superb in its 
economy, 

Wheatley’s direction 
is efficient and realistic 
and the performances 
across the board are 
superb. Free Fire 
certainly hits its target in 
one of the best films of 
the year so far.

Good week for 
Barry chess club!

We earned two wins and a 
draw. 

The most significant result came on 
Thursday.

There were some frantic phone 
calls to find five available players, 
and the team arrived at the Cardiff 
YMCA to find no-one knew how to 
adjust the air conditioning!

Currently 
in second place are the Cardiff 
Dragons but they will pick up a 
penalty regarding the nominated 
players’ game requirement at the end 
of the season - the actual amount 
cannot be quantified yet but it will be 
a minimum of two points.

However Nelson have 
two games still to be rearranged so 
they may be in a false position. 

The Quarks may need 4.5 points to 
stay up but they have three games to 
play.

Local kyokushin 
instructors set 
to make history 


ON April 12, Barry 
Kyokushin Karate Club 
students will be sitting in 
anticipation as their chief 
instructor Senpai Phill 
Sedgmond and assistant 
instructor Rhian Evans set off 
for the biggest challenge of 
their martial arts career. 

These two high-level martial artists 
are heading off to Japan to attend the 
World Championships and 
international summer camp. 

At these events, Rhian, who 
currently holds seven national titles in 
Kata, is competing in the World 
Friendship Tournament in Kata, a 
worldwide championship event only 
held in Japan. 

Rhian has been selected to 
represent Great Britain at this event 
by Shihan Paul Greenway 5th Dan, 
Branch Chief of Wales and was 
supported by Great Britain chief 
instructor Shihan Jose Claronino 8th 
Dan. 

Rhian will be the first female in the 
history of Wales Kyokushin to 
represent Great Britain at the World 
Championships. 

Senpai Phill will be at the 
tournament in an official capacity, as 
he needs to sit an exam to become an 
international judge, which will be 
(hopefully) gained at the tournament 
that Rhian is competing in, but it’s at 
the international camp that Senpai 
Phill will be really tested. 

The camp is located at the 
Mitsumine Shrine deep in the 
mountains of oku-chichibu located on 
top of mount Mitsumine. Widely 
regarded as one of Japan’s most 
beautiful shrines, it was constructed in 
1661 and was highly respected by the 
Samurai. 

Every year several camps are held 
at Mitsumine, severe testing of 
endurance, techniques, fighting spirit 
and kata are tested at these camps. 
Senpai Phill hopes to attend this camp 
to be graded to 3rd Dan Black belt. 

Senpai Phill will be the first 
individual in the UK to achieve this 
grade in Japan, but this will also make 
him only the second individual in the 
history of Barry Kyokushin (almost 
40 years) to achieve the 3rd Dan 
Black Belt grade, emulating Barry 
Kyokushin’s former chief instructor 
Sensei Richard Males. 

The pair have been training very 
hard towards this event and club 
member and close friends of the pair 
have been supporting them with 
training and financial help. 

The club held a fundraiser, a Just 
Giving page was created and they 


managed to raise £1,700 to help 
support them and get them to this 
event. 

Rhian said: “Many years ago, 
someone once told me about the 
opportunity to go to Japan and I 
instantly thought that won’t happen 
for me, but here we are and although 
I’m very excited about this it’s also 
very terrifying, but I’m just going to 
go and give it my best. 

“Training for it has been tough, but 
I have a great instructor and a great 
bunch of students around me who 
have supported me wholeheartedly -1 
genuinely can’t thank everybody 
enough for all their kind donations 
and generosity to help me.” 

Senpai Phill said: “It’s been a joy to 
teach Rhian for this, I’m very excited 
for her and it’s a huge milestone for 
myself, it’s a big honour to have one 
of my students selected to represent 
Great Britain at this event. 

“My training has been tough for the 
preparation for 3rd dan - the biggest 
worry for me is that I’m the first to do 
this grade in Japan so nobody can tell 
me what to expect. 

“Prior to this year all 3rd dan 
applicants could do this great in Great 
Britain. Its always been a dream of 
mine to one day go to Japan and train, 
so I’m fulfilling a 28 year dream and 
achieving something very special to 
me. 

“The support from Shihan Paul, 
Shihan Mac Robertson and from my 
mentor Sensei Richard Males, who 
still teaches me despite his retirement 
from Kyokushin, has been excellent. 

“I hope I come back with the right 
results. But also not forgetting the 
support from my students, without 
them it would have been a great 
struggle. 

“But more importantly, the support 
from my wife and children in this, 

I’ve spent what seems like endless 
days training and away from them, 

I’m very grateful to have such a 
supportive family.”
